Beirut, April 26.—The situation In 


Asiatic Turkey Is one of extreme grav- 
ity. How many thousands have been 
massacred cannot even be estimated, 
because the disturbances have been 
so'widespread that it is impossible to 
secure details ol the happenings dur- 
ing the past ten days. 


The latest estimates of the number 


klLed in the villayet of Adana reaches 
approximately 25,000, and thousands 
have been done to death In the towns 
of other districts. 


The state of siege which several of 


the places are undergoing has brought 
the inhabitants to the verge of starva- 
tion, and each day brings its tales of 
further atrocities and the depths of 
misery and despair to which the sav- 
agery of the fanatics has brought the 
people. 


Several warships are now in these 


waters, but the disorders are so far 
reaching that the efforts of the powers 
to restore normal conditions have as 
yet hardly been felt. 
The French 


cruiser Jules Ferry arrived here.Sun- 
day, and left almost immediately for 
Latlka, where swarms of refugees are 
pouring in. British, French and Ger- 
man warships are at other ports, and 
marines have been landed to quell dis- 
orders as far as possible at the more 
important points. 


One of the missionaries at Alex- 


andretta, Mr. Kennedy,, with 450 
Turkish troops has gone to the relief 
of Deurtyul, an Armenian village on 
the coast, where 10,000 people within 
the walls are besieged by immense 
bands o£ Kurds and Circassians. Only 
two days ago a British warship re- 
turned from that place, the governor 
having refused the commander per- 
mission ^to land a relief party.

Voyage from Jersey Homes 


to Business in New York 


ADOLPH 
JAECKER IS 
MENACED 


Chicken Stealing Mystery is Solved 


When Huge Bird Swoops Down on a 


Private Aeroplane—Battle In the 


Air. 


Cedar Grove, N. J.—The mystery of 


the chicken thieving which has per- 
plexed this community for about two 
v.-eks was solved in a very remark- 
able manner last Tuesday monilTvg. 


Mr. Adolph Jaecker, the well known 


banker, whose office is in !Ne\v York 
but who resides In this borough, pur- 
chased an aeroplane last week to use 
in conveying him back and forth from 
Cedar Grove to New York. 
The ma- 


chine, which is patterned after tho 
Wright make, Is capable of carrying 
four persons and on a trial trip last 
Friday averaged forty miles an hour. 


It was therefore with a feeling of 


elation that Mr. -Jaecker entered his 
airship last Tuesday morning and di- 
rected his aeroist to steer straight 
for his New York office. 


The machine behaved beautifully. 


It made a graceful rise in the air fo:- 
about five hundred feet, the-outstretch- 
ed wing frame making it look like a 
huge bird of the air. The aeroist ha;J 
jusi adjusted his sparker and had set- 
tled down to the levers when he no- 
ticed a large eagle about five hundred 
feet in front of him and csdled his em- 
ployer's attention, to it. Tiie bird held 
something in Its talons, which ex- 
cited the curiosity of Mr. Jaecker, and 
he ordered his driver to give chase. 


The eagle, however, determined to 


live up to Its title of king of the air. 
had no idea of fleelug, but instead 
made a quick dash for the aeroplane 
and its occupants. 
The bird was ao 


rapid in its movements tlzat tlie men 
barely had time to observe that it was 
a large chicken it was carrying be- i 
fore it was upon them. 


Dashing again and again 
against 


the car it finally broke one of the 
rods connecting the left forward wing 
with, the body of the airship, com- 
pelling the occupants to make a hur- 
ried descent. The eagle, iu following 
up this advantage, however, met ks 
Waterloo, for in one of its mad rushes 
it struck the rapidly revolving propel- 
ler and received injuries so serious 
that it fell to the ground, which by 
this time was only a short distance 
below. 


On landing Ziie men attempted to 


capture the fallen but still vicious 
bird, but, seeing that it was impossi- 
ble to capture it alive, borrowed a gun 
from a nearby farmer and killed it. 


The bird measured seven feet three 


inches from tip to tip and was of tho 
bald species. It will be sent to a ta::i- 
dermist and wil! later adorn Mr. Jae- 
cker's library. 


There have been no chickens miss- 


ins since the death of the huge birJ.

slau thistle, more commonly known 
as 
the 
tumble 
weed. Tb,e weeds, 


which are about the size of a half- 
bushel measure and almost 
round, 


blew ovur Uie^prairies by tho millions. 


Near Oberlin a touring car belong- 


ing to the Miller real estate- firm of 
Selden caught lire while trying to 
force its way through 
the Russian 


thistles, and 
It was completely de- 


stroyed, the occupants narrowly es- 
caping bping burned to death. 


A tierce wind swept the prairies. 


Russian 
thistles by millions were 


hurled before it, and orchards wero 
packed full, yards and fences were 
hidden, alleys and sidewalks Mocked, 
and iu instances where the homec are 
surrounded by trees the pests were 
piled up so high that only by using n. 
pitchfork could the occupants clear u 
way through them. 


On the streets, when; the big build- 


ings; made a shelter rrorn the gale, 
they were piled to the top of awnings, 
like an immense haystack which had 
accumulated overnight. 


Farmers leaving town were in many 


cases unable to get home and stop- 
ped with neighbors, the fences bein;; 
blown down and the 
wires strung 


across the roads by the force of tho 
wiud against the mass of thistles 
against the fences. 


The damage to fences alone in the 


country reached into the' thousands 
of dollars, and what Is true here Is 
true o£ all the prairie of Northwest- 
ern Kansas. There was uo rain, and 
yet stock suffered. 


Trains were delayel by the thistles 


packing in the cuts.
